HOW   TO   USE   IT 


First  -  The  Guide  should  be  installed  in  a  three  hole  punch 
notebook.   As  new  programs  become  available  or  as 
existing  programs  are  revised,  you  will  be  sent  either 
additional  pages  or  replacement  pages. 

Distribution  will  be  through  the  Montana  Association  of  Counties  and 
the  Montana  League  of  Cities  and  Towns.   These  organizations  will 
also  help  in  interpreting  newly  available  programs.   They  are 
also. likely  to  be  your  best  source  of  advice  on  general  problems 
of  local  financing. 


Next  -   Become  acquainted  with  the  format  of  the  Guide.   This  is 
what  you  will  find: 


The  Table  of  Contents  (on  blue  pages)  lists  all  of  the  programs 
and  resources  with  references  to  page  numbers. 


Part  I   An  Index  of  Local  Facilities  and  Related  Programs  (on 
yellow  pages)  identifies  for  each  program  item  the  local  resources 
for  financing  and  the  state  and  federal  assistance  programs  which 
might  be  available  with  reference  to  the  page  which  will  describe 
the  programs.   If  for  instance,  you  are  considering  a  new  city  hall 
or  court  house,  you  would  look  under  Public  Buildings  in  the 
Table  of  Contents  and  would  be  referred  to  the  Index  on  page  12. 
The  Federal  and  State  Assistance  listed  is  limited  to  loans  and  a 
few  small  grant  programs.  This  means  that  this  is  considered 
primarily  a  local  responsibility  and  also  means  you  should  check 
the  Local  Resources  -  probably  with  the  assistance  of  your  city  or 
county  attorney  and  a  financial  officer.   It  would  probably  mean  a 
bond  issue  although  if  the  amount  needed  is  less  than  $40,000  or 
if  it  is  for  more  than  one  purpose  you  may  use  a  combination  of 
building  a  capitol  improvement  fund  and  adding  to  it  through  a 
contract  for  purchase  over  another  five  years.   For  other  programs 
such  as  Flood  Control  you  will  find  a  long  list  of  federal  programs 
-  grants  which  can  be  augmented  by  low  interest  loans.   Obviously 
this  is  a  program  which  is  considered  to  be  at  least  partly  beyond 
financial  capability  of  local  governments. 


Part  II  -  Local  Resources  (on  pink  pages)  has  references  to  bonding 
and  other  methods  of  financing  which  might  be  applied  to  a   number 
of  programs .

This  Guide  to  Local  Government  Financing  could  in  time  be 
augmented  by  similar  guides  to  technical  assistance  available  from 
state  and  federal  agencies  and  possibly  a  guide  to  the  regulatory 
requirements  and  the  approved  procedures  of  state  and  federal 
agencies.   Because  many  of  the  state-local  relationships  are 
expected  to  be  revised  by  the  1977  legislative  session  there  will 
be  an  even  greater  need  for  such  a  publication  at  that  time.   The 
comments  and  suggestions  of  local  government  officials  and 
personnel  using  this  guid  would  be  helpful  in  preparing  the  format 
and  content  of  any  additional  guides.

Mill  Levies  and  Special  Assessments:  Assessments  may  be  levied 
against  the  property  from  which  garbage  is  removed  to  defray 
costs  by  municipalities  or  counties.   (11-909) 

Refuse  Disposal  Districts;  A  refuse  disposal  district  may  be 
formed  by  resolution  of  the  county  commissioners.   Cities  and 
towns  within  the  county  are  given  the  option  of  becoming  a 
part  of  the  district  or  being  excluded.   Protests  of  50%  of 
the  residential,  commercial  or  industrial  units  within  the 
district  will  halt  the  formation  of  the  district. 

To  defray  costs  the  commissioners  shall  assess  the  full  cost 
of  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  district  on  the  family 
units  receiving  service  and  on  fees  based  on  comparable 
volume  and  type  of  waste  product  from  commercial  and 
industrial  units.

Local  Resources 

A  municipality  may  grant  a  franchise  or  contract  to  a  person 
or  corporation  to  establish  and  maintain  a  gas  distribution 
system  for  the  municipality. 

A  municipality  may  borrow  money  or  issue  bonds  to  construct, 
purchase'or  develop  a  natural  gas  supply  and  distributing 
system.   The  total  amount  of  debt  must  no  exceed  3/^  of  the 
total  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  and  requires  a 
majority  vote  of  affected  taxpayers  (11-988).

DESCRIPTION:    Counties  with  a  population  in  excess  of  10,000 
may  issue  revenue  bonds  in  excess  of  $40,000  to 
build  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  without  approval 
at  an  election.

(II)  Twenty  per  centum  (20%)  in  the  ration  that  the 
land  area  of  each  county  bears  to  the  total  land 
area  of  the  state. 

Also  from  this  revenue  $3,550,000  is  to  be  distributed 
among  incorporated  cities  and  towns  as  follows: 

(I)  Fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  sum  shall  be  divided 
in  the  ratio   that  the  population  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  city  or  town  bears  to  the  total  popu- 
lation within  corporate  limits  of  all  the  cities  and 
towns  in  Montana. 

(II)  Fifty  per  cent  (50%)  shall  be  divided  in  the 
ratio   that  the  city  or  town  street  and  alley  mileage, 
exclusive  of  the  federal-aid  interstate  system  and  the 
federal-aid  primary  system  within  corporate  limits 
bears  to  the  total  street  and  alley  mileage,  exclusive 
of  the  federal-aid  Interstate  system  and  federal-aid 
primary  system,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  all 
cities  and  towns  in  Montana.

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The  funds  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  constru-

Every  third  class  city  receives  an  amount  equal 
to  the  taxes  upon  the  fire  portion  of  the  direct 
premiums  after  deducting  cancellations  and 
return  premiums,  collected  by  the  state  auditor. 
If,  that  amount  is  less  than  $100  then  that  city 
or  tov<rn  receives  such  additional  amount  from  the 
total  taxes  on  premiums  as  may  be  necessary  to 
make  the  total  amount  $100.   The  amounts  referred 
to  are  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  fired  depart- 
ment relief  association  in  every  such  city  or 
town . 

The  State  Auditor  issues  to  each  city  and  town 
having  a  police  department  a  warrant  in  an  amount 
equal  to  the  sum  paid  to  that  city  or  town  for  the 
use  of  its  fire  department  relief  association. 
This  payment  is  paid  from  the  premium  tax  collected 
on  motor  vehicle  insurance  sold  in  this  state,  and 
shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  police  retirement 
association.

and  twelve  cents  (0.12)  per  forest  acre. 

A  county  exemption  factor  is  determined  by  dividing 
the  percentage  the  state  owned  land  bears  to  the 
total  land  area  of  the  county  into  six  per  cent. 
The  quotient  is  then  multiplied  by  the  gross  assess- 
ment figure  and  the  product  is  called  the  state 
exemption  figure.   The  state  exemption  figure  is 
subtracted  from  the  gross  assessment  to  determine 
the  State  Land  Equalization  Payment. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  the  money  received  is  apportioned 
between  the  elementary  school  districts  in  accord- 
ance with  the  amount  of  state  owned  land  in  each 
elementary  district.

opportunities  for  low  income  persons  over  60 
to  serve  in  health,  education,  welfare  and 
related  residential  selling  for  children  with 
special  needs.   Volunteers  are  paid  stipends 
and  fringe  benefits  and  an  allowance  for 
transportation  and  meals. 

DESCRIPTION:    Retirees  Service  Volunteer  Program  (RSVP)  organizes 
older  persons  to  provide  community  services 
frequently  with  the  cost  of  transportation  and  a 
noon  meal  provided. 

TITLE:  University  year  for  ACTION 

DESCRIPTION:    Full  time  university  volunteer  students  involved 
in  the  program  are  assigned  to  full  time  work 
with  problem  solving,  poverty  related  projects. 
The  program  provides  student  allowances  and 
travel  and  expenses  for  staff  and  faculty.
